At a conference between the city 


council and representatives of the 
Street Railway company, and the 
Norfolk and 
Western Railway 


company, held Wednesday night 
at the city -building, it was settled 
that the tracks of the Street Rail- 
way company -will cross the newly 
constructed viaduct in the 
east 


end. There was a full and frank 
discussion of the entire 
subject 


matter,' and it was believed by 
those present that the settlement 
of the question is one which will 
be favorable for the 
future de- 


velopment of the city. 


It developed that unde.r the law 


it is very doubtful whether or not 
the city had the right to assess 
the Street Railway company for 
any portion of the cost of the via- 
duct, because the law governing 
such proceedings applies only iu 
cases where the tracks 
of 
the 


Street Railway company cross the 
public street at grade at the point 
where it has been determined to 
construct the - improvements, and 
that as the tracks of the Street 
Pailway company did not 
cross 


any railway tracks at grade at the 
point where the viaduct was con- 
structed, there was no authority 
to assess. But the Street Railway 
company waived that point and 
agreed that it ought to pay some- 
thing, and that what, it ought to 
pay was a subject o£ negotiation 
by the parties. 


It was then pointed 
out that 


there was an erroneous impression 
with the public to the effect that 
the law required a street railway 
company to pay one-half of the 
portion of cost of such improve- 
ment 'borne 'by the city, and that 
such was not the law, but that un- 
der its terms .the city may require 
Ilic Street Railway company to 
bonr a reasonable proportion of 
the cost assumed by the city not 
exceeding onc.-half of the city's 
portion, and that, therefore, the 
city was not obliged by law to re- 
anirc the payment of anything, 
lint if it did require the payment 
of something it should only re- 
quire a reasonable proportion of 
(lie cost. It. was urged that in the 
liu-'fc cities ot the state where the 
street railway companies are prac- 
tically fully developed and very 
wealthy, the limit of one-half was 
sometimes assessed, but that the 
spirit of the law did not contem- 
plate such a course 
in 
smaller 


iiiimieipalities and 
undeveloped 


street railway lines of lesser value. 


Tlie 
representatives of 
the 


Street Railway company 
stated 


thru the cost of-the original Ken- 
'lal! Avenue subway was estimated 
at *s;,,000.00. of which the city's 
share should be $30,000.00, and 
that it was willing to pay one-half 
of the city's share upon that, esti- 
mati? less a portion of the damage 
it had suffered by reason of the 
'lel.iy in providing any means of 
missing at all, and it was pointed 
nut that the Street Railway com- 
pany had constructed a portion 
if its line north of Gallia street 
through Athletic park in anticipa- 
tion of crossing at Kendall Ave- 
nue, and the delay resulting in 
tlu- rusting of its rails, the decay 
of its ties, and the loss of much 
if its trolley wire, and many of 
its poles, and that 
the 
present 


crossing was a far more expensive 
crossing to the Street Railway 
i-ompany than the one at Kendall 
Avnnue. Special work will be re- 
quired in 
Gallia street 
and in 


l"-ifrhth street which will cost at 


. I"ast $6,0000.00, and the estimated

viaduct will, at least, equal that

pany stated that in the judgment 
of that company it would be very 
unfortunate if the tracks of the 
Street Railroad company were not 
laid in the viaduct as 
provision 


had been made therefor by in- 
creasing the width of the roadway 
between curbs from thirty feet to 
thirty-six feet, and that the an- 
noyance to the public by reason of 
delays at grade crossings would 
be greatly lessened 
'by such a 


course and that the danger 
to 


those using street railway lines 
materially reduced. It was also

pointed out that this, crossing 
would result in 'better service to 
the public and in the development 
of that portion of the city south 
of Eighth street where there was 
room for development. 


The city solicitor and the coun- 


cil urged the Street Railway .com- 
pany to pay $15,000.00, andJVnot 
take into consideration its loss^ or 
the added expense, but this the 
Street Railway company declined 
to. do, and answered that it had 
not asked any one to -bear any por- 
tion of its loss, and that it was 
simply a question now as to what 
would be a reasonable amount for 
it to pay for the use of the viaduct 
under all the circumstances; but 
that -justice required that in de- 
termining this amount its 
posi- 


tion and 
condition 
should 
be 


given proper consideration. 
, 


After hearing the statements;ot 


the parties, the council and solici- 
tor discussed the question for con- 
siderable time and finally arrived 
at the conclusion that it would be 
far better for the public to ac- 
cept the sum of $8,000.00,' and ap- 
ply that amount to the retirement 
of bonds, rather than let the via- 
duct go to completion without any 
tracks being laid over it, for in 
such event the public would he 
deprived of this necessary exten- 
sion of street railway facilities in 
the city and the public treasury 
would not have $8,000.00.

Madrid, (Via Paris)—June 22.—A German submarine arrived 


today at Cartagena. The officers 'disembarked and left for 
Madrid 


with a confidential letter for King Alfonso. The section of the 
press which favors the German side in the war publishes articles 
to-day eulogizing the German sailors for their naval exploits. Th( 
submarine came from Pola, the Austrian naval base.

E. Powell; former Lieutenant Governor W. A. Greenlund: Ex- 
Congressmen Bulkley, of Cleveland, and Bowdlc, of 
Cincinnati; 


HonftfiUiam L. Pinley, chairman of the Democratic State 
Com- 


mittee; James Boss, the veteran Columbus leader, and Thomas J. 
Nbctor, the Cincinnati leader.' It 
was. an impressive list of big 


guns, these delegates and alternates for the rest of us, the high 
privates, to gaze upon and to feel that it was good to be "among 
those present." 


Our ex-governors were all looking exceedingly well. Gover-

When they persisted in their ad-

As 
the Americans came through the 
sand dunes toward the entrench- 
ments, General Gomez lay conceal- 
ed some hundred yards away in 
the mesquite. The horses of the 
American vanguard plunged into 
the pitfall unseating their riders 
and injuring a number of them. 


Then, the Mexican asserted, the 


Carranza forces lying in ambush, 
raked the American ranks with a 
machine gun. The heavy fire 
forced the Americans to withdraw 
to reorganize their line and the 
Mexicans captured seventeen sol- 
diers who had been thrown-into 
the pit. 


He asserted that it was then that
